Renunciation of war is symbolized 


| by the Canadian-American border, 


says the Washington Post, in an edit- 
orial commenting on Premier Mac- 
kenzie King’s speech, at Geneva. 
“All the arguments for peace find 
support, all the objections to the 
world peace treaty are reduced to un. 
convincing postulate, by the relations 
which have existed between the two 
countries for more than a hundred 
years, Tio old Rush-Bagot treaty 


/has amply sufficed for “the ends of 


amity, The international joint com- 
mission is the agency for the settle- 
ment of the ends at issue, and it al- 
ways finds support for its judg- 


| ments,” 


The Post comments that the “most 
quickening thing” said by the Cana- 
dian Premier, at Geneva, was his con- 
clusion that the removal of the fear 
of war bad been the greatest factor 
in the development and prosperity of 
the North American countries, and 
adds: “The growing world opposi- 
tion to war cannot now lose sight of 
the advantage enjoyed by the neigh- 
bor countries of North America 
through the removal of fear of war. 
Canadian-American peace has been 
maintained in the face of wars that 
have time and again altered the face 
of Europe. Thig is an old story to 
Americans and Canadians, but it had 
a strange sound to many of the repre- 
sentatives of the war-wearied states. 
The psychology of peace, which has 
been the basis of permanent gooa- 
will between Canada and the United 
States and which has conduced to 
bring prosperity, can be obtained by 
all nations, if they will make a habit 


, of renouncing war. This will remove 


the fear of war, and with fear elim- 
inated, armaments can be reduced 
and abolished.”

In 1911 Dr. Funk discovered the: 
vitamin cure for beri-beri, a deficiency | 
disease due to removal of the vitamin 
cover of rice. Soon the vitamin cures 
for rickets, polyneuritis, scurvy, pel- 
lagra and other deficiency diseases 
were discovered and called vitamins 
A, B, C, D, the first being fat-soluble 
“A” and found in fatty foods such 
as butter, cream, cod liver oil, liver, 
kidney, egg yolk, germ of cereals, 
fiaxseed, carrots, sweet potatoes, etc. 
The water soluble “B" vitamins are | 
found in succulent vegetables such 
as cabbage, cauliflower, celery, let- 


tuce, parsnips, spinach, potatoes, 
corn, beans, fruits, nuts, milk and

Accurate In About 200 Years Says 
Boston Meteorologist

according to George A. Loveland, 
Meteorologist of the United States 
Weather Bureau at Boston. Mr. Love- 
land declares that with the passing 
of two more centuries sufficient data 
will have been collected ta make re-

O.A.C. Expert

|In addition to formalin, nine differ-| 
ent substances were tried for the con-! 
trol of oat smut, some in the form| 
| of dusts and some as liquids. The} 
| smut in these plots varied from 1.2} 
| per cent. to 13.4 per cent., except the 
| formalin spray which had only a trace 
j}of smut. The untreated plots had 
| 24.6 per cent. smut. Hulless oats were 
treated with formalin both as the 
spray and sprinkle methods and with 
copper carbonate dust. Where forma- 
lin had been used there was germina- 
tion injury, where copper carbonate |

Explanations and Comments 
Paul had been asked in a letter 
|from the Corinthian Church whether 
or not one might eat meat which had 
first been offered to idols. The letter 
probably suggested that, as an idol 
was not a real god, it did not matte 
if the food had been offered to it. 
The writers doubtless wished to be 
known as “the party which stood for 
|liberty of conscience, and probably 
for the Pauline axiom, ‘All things are) 
lawful to me.’” Paul's answer fol- 
lows in this eighth chapter. 

Moffatt’s version of Paul's words 
|makes them so clear that explana- | 
tions are unnecessary: i 
| With regard to food that has been 
| offered to idols, Here, of course, “we 
|all possess knowledge!” Knowledge 
puffs up, love builds up. Whoever 
imagines he has attained to some de- 
| gree of knowledge, does not possess 
| the true knowledge yet; but if anyone 
loves God, he is known of Him. Well, 
| then, with regard to food that has 
| been offered to idols, I am quite aware , 
|} that “there is no such thing as an 
| idol in the world,” and that “there is 
only the one God.” (So-called gods 
there may be, in heaven or on earth 
as indeed there are plenty of them, | 
both gods and ‘‘lords’-—-but for us 
there is one God, the Father, from} 
whom all comes, and for whom we 
| exist.) But remember, it is not every-| 
one who has this “knowledge.’’ Some 
who have hitherto been accustomed 
to idols eat the food as food which | 
| has been really offered to an idol, and 
so their weaker conscience is con- 
taminated. Now mere food will not 
bring us any nearer to God; if we ab- | 
stain we do not lose anything, and if 
we eat we do not gain anything. But

see that the exercise of your right 
does not prove any stumbling block 
to the weak. Suppose anyone sees 
you. a person of enlightened mind, 
reclining at meat inside an idol’s tem- 
ple; will that really “fortify his weak 
conscience’?"’ Will it not embolden 
him to violate his scruples of con- 
science by eating food that has been 
offered to idols? He ruined, this 
weak man, ruined by your ‘‘enlight- 
ened mind,” this brother for whose 
sake Christ died! By sinning against 
the brotherhood in this way and 
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wounding their weaker conscience, | 
you are sinning against Christ. There- 
fore, if food is any hindrance to my | 
brother's welfare, sooner than injure 
him I will never eat flesh as long as 
I live, never!

He thought the 
farmers who cut the wages of British 
harvesters because of inexperience 
were a little shabby,” at the same 
time he agreed that men new to the 
work were bound to be inferior to ex- 
perienced hands, 

The minister warmly praised the 
work of Mr. Gelley in handling af- 
fairs at the immigration sheds under 
most trying circumstances.
